Pri¬ 
vate advices leave no doubt that he is determined to annex Dal¬ 
matia and attack Montenegro.

Montreal, Nov. 22.—‘ ‘ Drastic 
reductions in train service will 
have to be made at a very early 
date unless the movement of 
bituminous coal is soon resum¬ 
ed,” declared an official of tho 
Canadian Railway War Board 
to-day. “As a result of the min¬ 
ers ’ strike in the United States 
and the consequent restrictions 
placed by the T’nitrd states Oovom- 
ment bn the exportation of bitumin¬ 
ous coal from that country, receipts 
In Canada during the past two weeks 
have been practically nil.

It was admitted by the administra¬ 
tion leaders. howeVer, that they had 
no definite assurance the President 
would prefer that course to a post¬ 
ponement of further action until the 
people had spoken in 1920.

German Ship 350 Mill 
Southeast of Halifax Asks 


London New Statesman 
Speaks of United States

Halifax, Nov. 2#.—The German 
four-masted barque Pash is In dis¬ 
tress 250 miles southeast of Halifax 
and is asking for a tow from Halifax, 
but this, it was understood this morn¬ 
ing. could not be supplied, and a 
wireless message telling of her condi¬ 
tion has been ient broadcast In the 
hope that some steamship will be 
able to render assistance. 

It is realized at the same time that 
this will be difficult because of the 
fact that the barque is not equipped 
wfth wireless and therefore is unable 
to advise as to her position. 

The steamship Winnifredlan fell in 
with the Paul and stood 1>y for a time 
but was unable to give her a tow and 
has proceeded on her way. 

>No Ship Available. 

C. H. Harvey, agent here of the 
Marine Department, stated this morn- 
Ign that he had endeavored to Inter¬ 
est Halifax shipping men In the plight 
of the Paul, but apparently there was 
nothing available here for the pur¬ 
pose of bringing her to Halifax, The 
Paul, a barque of 1,926 tons, sailed 
from Hamburg on October 16 for 
Philadelphia and has had an excep¬ 
tionally eventful voyage. She was 
spoken on November 3 In latitude 
49.29 north, longitude 22.22 west, with 
her foremast badly damaged. 

So far as known here, the Paul is 
the first German vessel to appeal for 
assistance In the North Atlantic since 
the gap was created in Germah ship¬ 
ping by the war.

Chicago, Nov. 22.—The Illinois State 
Bank of Crete. IU., tq-day failed to 
open. It was announced that a war¬ 
rant charging embesalement bad been 
Issued far the missing cashier. Gust 
Kracke, in connection with thefts of 
more than $400,600. The bank was 
capitalised at $2,800,000.

W. G. Gaunce. of Victoria, was to¬ 
day appointed from Ottawa, Control¬ 
ler of coal export licensee for Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. Before any coal can 
be shipped out of the country or for¬ 
eign ships bunkered; the exporter or 
ship owner has to get a license from 
Mr. Gaunce. Mr. Gaunce la given 
his authority under the Canadian 
Trade Commission. 

He is authorized to issue export* 
licenses of two kinds: 

1. Cargoes of coal destined to 
points in the United States and 
Alaska. 

2. Bunker coal for ships flying 

ajiy flag and sailing to any destina¬ 
tion. But these licenses are to be 
Issued only for the quantity neces¬ 
sary for the ship to reach the foreign 
port. Presumably, coal for the re¬ 
turn Journey has to be arranged for 
at the foreign port. , 

The Vxport of all coal to be used 
as ballast Is absolutely prohibited. 

Collectors of customs in British 
Columbia are not allowed to let any 
coal go out of the Country unless 
they have a permit from Mr. GauncS. 
The United States'is the only foreign 
country specified for which permits 
may be issued. South America and 
Mexico are excluded from Canadian 
shipments. Application for a permit ! 
to export a cargo of coal to South 
America was refused to-day by the, 
new controller.

Gaunce in his new office to-day was 
to Issue permits to a number of ships 
waiting n't Ladysmith and Nanaimo,

Vladivostok Nov. 18.—Rudolph 
Qaida, the tIMrty-year-old Czech gen¬ 
eral. until this morning the most 
dramatic figure developed during the 
five years the Czech-Slovaks have 
been In Russia, to-night was the 
most tragic. Baida, who rose from 
private to general, and who twice 
freed Siberia from organised Bol- 
shewNH. at daylight, wounded, wet 
and dishevelled, limped along the 
streets of Vladivostok, a prisoner of 
soldiers of the Omsk Government. 

To-night, the anniversary of the 
coup d'etat by which Kolchak placed 
himself in power through promising 
a Constituent Assembly and immedi¬ 
ate representative government for 
Siberia, & plot to overthrow Admiral 
Kolchak was completely crushed 
here. 

At Station. 

Gaida was captured at the railroad 
station when the revolutionary troops 
surrendered after suffering from the 
cross-fire of a field piece placed at 
the cofner of the staUon plaza. This 
fired at a range of 100 yards into the 
revolutionists. Russian torepdo boats 
were in the harbor. 

Wounded In the leg by a grenade, 
Giada was marched through the 
streets under heavy guard to the 
headquarters of the All-Russian staff. 
A few hours later he was turned over 
to the custody of the Czecho-Slo- 
vaks,. to be deported within three 
days. 

Vladivostok is quiet. There has 
been no firing since early this morn¬ 
ing, with the exception of the volleys 
of the execution squad. Martial law 
has been declared.

Saanich Refuses to Give Way 
on Two Points in 
Dispute 


Little progress in the dispute be¬ 
tween Saanich and the City Library 
Commissioners, owing to the call by 
the latter for a larger opproprlation, 
has been made, to judge by the cor¬ 
respondence read at the meeting last 
evening. 

Two Points at laaue. 

Commissioner William Marchant, 
Secretary of the Board wrote: “I am 
instructed to say that the Board can 
and will accept your proposals as to 
sections 1. 1. 3. and 6. SecUons 4 
and S are unacceptable. The Board 
therefore, is willing and prepared to 
immediately open the Library to 
Saanich residents immediately that 
your council notifies us to its ac¬ 
ceptance of the amended proposals. 

“The Board of Library Commis¬ 
sioners feel bound by the decision of 
the late City Solicitor Uannigton as 
to the statue of the ^ resident of 
Saanich who may be taxpayers of 
the Cltjr of Victoria, which decision 
debars the board from granting 
library privileges to all such. It Is. 
therefore, plain that under no cir¬ 
cumstances Section 6 connot be en¬ 
tertained. 

“8uch suggestions contained in Sec 
tion 4 of your proposals would not j 
become operative until after Janu¬ 
ary 31, mo. a furthA- decision on 
the difficulty might be postponed 
until after the election of the 1020 
Saanich Council and Library Com¬ 
missioners.'’ 

Mr. Marchant wound up with an 
appeal for an early settlement, so 
that Saanich residents could use the 
Library during the Christmas season. 

Saanich’s Cass. 

The clerk reported that he had con¬ 
sulted with the Reeve, and replied: 
“Tour letter of November 14 came 
duly to hand. It is much to be re¬ 
gretted that the Library Commis¬ 
sioners do not see their way to meet 
the reasonable proposals submitted 
by the Council.

11. The licencing of all rooming and 
boarding house# and hotels where 
three or more rooms are rented, and 
that no person of known immoral 
character should be allowed to pro¬ 
cure a licence. 

12. That a plan be secured for the 
development of the Government jail 
reserve with & view to its laying out 
on & landscape basis; all permanent 
underground work to be done and 
streets to be constructed by returned 
soldier labor; such work to be car¬ 
ried on aa a general local improve¬ 
ment scheme, chargeable to the whole 
area, work to be started Immediately, 
In preparation for the houses. 

Peer Man Penalised 

Much discussion was waged on the 
various matters. That suggesting the 
abolition of the fifteen per cent pen¬ 
alty tax, which tax was characterised 
aa "usury," met with some opposi¬ 
tion, one member contending that if 
people were property owners they 
should be penalised for non-payment 
of taxes. In explaining the object of 
the proposed reform, Mrs. Johnson 
stated that it was not intended to 
ask for a lessening of the taxes, but 
that under the present system the 
poor man was penalised to an unjust 
extent^ 

In connection with the suggested 
compulsory registration of all women 
with the payment of the 88.00 road 
tax, it was pointed out by one speak¬ 
er In supporting the motion that the 
levy was but a small one in return 
for the benefits accruing. Business 
women, in common with household¬ 
ers, shared the privilege of police 
protection, and benefited by the 
proper upkeep of the roads, street

The annual habit of the city levy¬ 
ing for local Improvement and other 
work, then not carrying out the work 
specified, but diverting the funds to 
other purposes, was protested against 
yesterday by Alderman Sargentj be¬ 
fore the council meeting. 

The alderman told of the practice 
of the city during the last couple of 
years levying 88,000 for Improving 
Fairfield Road, north of the cemetery 
and then dlverUng the money to 
other purposes. 

"We should endeavor to do the 
work that we collect the taxes from 
the citizens to pay for and complete 
that word,” .said the alderman. ”1 
suppose this $8,000 for Fairfield Road 
will be placed In the estimates again 
for haxt year, and the work not done, 
although the citizens will be levied 
for It. Why continue this levy if we 
are not going to do the work?” 

City Engineer Preston explained 
that the work had not been done be¬ 
cause the local improvement com¬ 
mission had not yet reported on It to 
the council. 


''Mayor Porter said the aldermen 
would have to remember that when 
they levy for something they must 
reserve the money for what they 
levy Instead of switching it for other 
things. 'Tf we practice that theory 
more we will not spend so much 
money,” he said.

WANT CONNECTION 
FOR VICTORIA WEST 


But Aldermen Think Esqui¬ 
mau Waterworks Should 
Pay More 

Mayor and aldermen at the City 
Council meeting yesterday said they 
wanted to see the water main con¬ 
nection made between the systems of 
Victoria and the Esquimau Water¬ 
works Company so that Victoria 
West may not be cut off from water 
service through the failure of the 
Esquimau Company, as has been the 
experience of residents of that part of 
the city several times lately. 

City Engineer Preston reported on 
the whole situation. Aldermen, how¬ 
ever. said they did not like the pro¬ 
posal that the Esquimau Company 
should be let off with paying only 
one-seventh of the coat of making the 
connection and the city have to pay 
the rest They asked the engineer 
how this proportion was arrived at 
and he said it had been roughly based 
on the service demand of the two sys¬ 
tems. 

Aldermen said that the company 
should pay at least half the coat, as 
the connection was to benefit Ua cua- | 
homers and not the residents in other 
parts of the city. • 

So that aldermen can atudy the 
whole situation, further action to 
bring around the Esquimau com¬ 
pany to proper terms was postponed 
for one week. 

Company Willing to Share. 

"On October $1 I drew the atten¬ 
tion of your committee to the fact 
that Victoria West was without water 
upon a certain day, and your chair¬ 
man arid the Water Commissioner 
were Instructed tp interview the Pro¬ 
vincial Government.” reported Mr. 
ITeston. 

“Before interviewing the Premier. 
Alderman Sangster and myself inter¬ 
viewed Mr. Sayward. of the Esqui¬ 
mau Waterworks Company, and he 
told us that the Esquimau Water¬ 
works ^rere quite willing to pay their 
share or a connection between the 
two districts, such share to be based 
upon the quanttles of water supplied 
by the two undertakings, namely, 
one-seventh parf by the Esquimau 
Waterworks and the balance by the 
City of Victoria. It was also decided 
that the Water Commissioners should 
prepare estimates of cost. 

Junction Points. 

"There are three points at which 
connections can be conveniently 
ade, each having its advantages. 

"1. Connection at Wales’ barn, near 
Colwood, where the mains are about 
125 feet apart, and* the Esquimau 
Waterworks Coropapy already have 
a right-of-way between the • two 
mains, and where the pressures be¬ 
tween the two mains are very nearly 
equal. 

”2. A connection down Harriet 
Road from the city main on Burnside 
Road, across the Gorge into the J 
Esquimau Waterworks main on ' 
Craigflower Road. * I 

"8. A connection across Point El-1 
lice bridge and the Esquimau Road, j 

’"rtie first two mentioned connec-; 
tions jrlll be capable of supplying the 
whole amount of water required pern 
day either to the Esquimau Water-1 
works or to the city, and the cost of! 
the first-mentioned connection at* 
Wales' barn will amount to about' 
IZ.OOO. 

“The cost of the connection at Har¬ 
riet Road would be approximately 
$43,000, and that over Point Ellice 
bridge on Esquimau Road, about | 
88 , 000 . 

“With regard to the latter it would j 
be necessary to convert the existing 
12-inch main on Pleasant Streep at 
Esquimau Road into a high-pressure 
main, and the share of this cost 
should not. In any case, be borne- by 
the Esquimau Waterworks, as It 
would be of direct benefit to the city 
for fire protection purposes. Thla 
main would be capable of delivering 
about two million gallons per day to 
either the Esquimau Waterworks or 
Victoria, and would entirely take eare 
of the water supply in the city during 
an emergency. 

”1 therefore consider that the first 1 


mentioned connection at Walee’ barn, 
If made, would take care of any 
breakdown at the head works of 
either the water company or the city, | 
and the connection across the Point | 
Ellice bridge would take care of 
trouble close In. Together they will 
look after any possible contingency 
that-might arise. 

Total Cost. 

“The total cost would be $10,000. 
and if the before-mentioned basis of 
sharing costs is agreed upon, then the 
Esquimau Waterworks’ share would 
be ono-aeventh, namely, 11,480. and 
the City of Victoria’s share would be 
88,570. to which should be added 8500 
for converting the low-pressure main 
Into a high-pressure one, and the 
necessary alterations to services, 
making a total to the city of 89.170, 

“I do not make any rccommenda- 
tiona to the effect that this share is a 
fair one. as 1 suggested to Mr. Say- 
ward that the coot of the Wales’ con¬ 
nection should be based on the one- 
seventh proportion and that* the cost 
of the Point Ellice connection should 
be shared equally, as this connection 
would pot be capable of delivering 
more than two million gallons per 
day to the city, and that, on the con¬ 
trary, It could deliver two million gal¬ 
lons per day to the Esquimau Water- 
I works. 

“I think that Mr. Sayward would 
be quite willing to discuss the matter 
with your committee, and lay his 
view of the matter before you.”

NEW SOLDIER LAND 

SCHEME IN BURNABY 


Vancouver, Nov. 22.—A brand new 
settlement scheme for the establish¬ 
ment of partially disabled returned 
men in British Columbia on small 
farms in groups adjacent to Vancou¬ 
ver and other large centres of popu¬ 
lation. has been endorsed by the local 
Boldiers' Re-establishment Board. 
The Provincial Government, through 
J. W. Weart. M.P.P., is at ths pres¬ 
ent time being approached with the 
request that Its 400 acres of idle 
acreage In Burnaby be turned over for 
use by an organized community, along 
similar lines to the settlements for 
able-bodied returned men at Mer- 
ville, on Vancouver Island, ahd Cree- 
ton. In the Kootenay Valley. 

The new scheme is for the pur¬ 
pose of providing facilities for settle¬ 
ment on the outskirts of leading cities 
of the partially disabled men who 
owing to the need of being located 
close to the big centres to secure spe¬ 
cial medical or surgical treatment 
from .time to time, and other obvious 
reasons, are denied settlement in 
communities already established. 

The Department of Soldiers’ Civil 
Re-establishment Is lending every 
support to the idea, and its attitude 
Is largely Influenced by the fact that 
there are concrete examples on rec¬ 
ord In Vancouver of very severe 
"problem cases” who. sent out to 
the soldier settlements already in ex¬ 
istence, have completely regained 
their health and strength and normal 
outlook on life. The Holdlers’ Civil 
Re-establlshment Department, in Its 
experiment with two shdlI-shocked 
men. offered to pay the difference 
between their earning capacity and 
that of the able-bodied men. but their 
recovery was so rapid this was found 
to be unnecessary.

How would it do to have some 
scheme aa undernoted as a basis In 
granting bonuses? 

Suppose the pay of the soldier as a 
civilian at the time of enlistment on 
September 1, 1914, was (4 per day— 
from September 1, 1914, to November 
12. 1918, would be about 218 weeks, or 
| 1.526 days, which at $4 per day would 
amount to 86.104 which he might 
reasonably have expected to have 
earned had he remained at home. 
From that falls to be deducted his 
soldier’s pay of $1.10 per day, price of 
food, clothing, all payments made by 
patriotic or other funds, bonuses, vo¬ 
cational training and payments since 
the cessation of hostilities — these 
items 1 am 1 unable to compute, but 
that could easly be ascertained from 
the military authorities. 

That is only one phase of the ques¬ 
tion. There are those who threw up 
their business or ranch for next to 
nothing. These losses should be 
computed and paid, not on the profits 
that might have accrued during their 
absence, but the actual price at dls- 
l*>sal. This would enable him to re¬ 
establish himself in business as form¬ 
erly. 

Then there comes the widow, the 
fatherless and the orphans, as also 
the disabled or totally disabled and 
their dependents. A liberal allow¬ 
ance should be made to them so that 
they could live in all decency, not a I 
mere pittance on which to exist. 

Taking the above as a basis, I think 
a scheme could be evolved whereby 
the soldier who Joined up would be 
put on as good a footing as the civil¬ 
ian who remained at home. 

I should feel very glad If some one 
better versed on the subject would 
give us a closer calculation so as to 
| see how this scheme would work out.

Moreover, Mr. Dean quoted figures 
to show that public services in Vic¬ 
toria cost far more than in other 
cities.
